Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: (1 ) Applicant traverses the rejection under 35 
USC 101 by arguing that the features are supported in the specification at paragraph 0037. The feature of having an on-line session with a 
goods or service provider is not supported in any paragraph of the specification, including the quoted paragrpah 0037. Since the 
specification does not define an on-line session with a goods or serrice provider, and since the first device appears to be a provider of 
services, the negative limitation of claim 1 excluding communication with a serivce provider appears to contradict the communication with 
the service provider required in lines 2-5 of claim 1 . The same problem arises in claim 8 and 16. (2) Applicant the rejection under 35 USC 
112, first paragraph by pointing to MPEP 2173.05(i) which states that a lack of "literal basis" in the specification may not be a basis for a 
rejection under 35 USC 112, first paragraph. This argument is moot, as examiner has made no requirement for verbatim language (i.e. 
literal basis) between the specification and claims. The final office action contains no requirement for verbatim literal matching between 
the exact sequence of words invoked in the claims and the exact sequence of words invoked in the specification, so this argument is 
moot. (3) With respect to the rejection under 35 USC 103, applicant argues that the examiner has not provided teaching suggestion or 
motivation deriving directly from the references themselves. This argument is incorrect for two reasons. The first is that Henrick does teach 
the advantage of portability of the terminal by teaching a portable cellular terminal. Secondly, the MPEP at 2144 explicitly states that the 
motivation does not have to expressly stated in the prior art, in the event that it were not. . 
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
